“What people are in a 
doctor's office?” 

“My dad’s a doctor, “ answers 
one student. 

“So is mine,” says another. 

“A nurse,” says a third. 

Next, she lines them up and 
says, “Hands on pockets.” It’s 
time for a tour of the classroom, 
The students were here just yes- 
terday, but the class activities 
and scenes have changed. Ms. 
Bachner introduces her class to 
the different stations in the 
room, offering various activities 
that begin with the letter “V” 
and promote good health.

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Two left to run for Housing Authority

Drive, to vie for the one slot. The seat 
will be vacated by Eileen Connolly and 
carries a five-year term. 

“T think it will be great. It will make 
it just two,” Ms. Werner said of Ms. 
Hancock's decision. Ms. Werner said it

Tall, standing trees were to 
be cut for lumber, some fashioned into 
masts in the shipyards in Essex and gravel 
dug for road-building destroying Andover’s 
favorite haunts. 

Miss Alice Buck would have none of it. 
Here was a turn-of-the-century woman, per- 
haps even an early feminist, well educated 
for her time at Abbot Academy, followed by 
a finishing school located on Andover hill. 
She enjoyed the outdoors and even rode a 
bicycle around town. Her dearest interest 
was in nature. The names of flowers and 
trees, which she learned from her father, 
she passed on to children whom she led 
through the Indian Ridge woods, 

And now with dogged determination, she 
and her small committee of women set out 
to save her ridge. Tireless door-to-door solic- 
itations, numerous favorable letters in the 
Andover Townsman, parties held in Indian 
Ridge to raise money by selling ice cream, 
cake and candy and the highlight in fund- 
raising being the time the Pied Piper poem 
was read by Professor Churchill and chil- 
dren dressed as rats followed the “piper” 
into the Indian Ridge woods. 

At the last minute, before the deadline 
was reached, the campaign was successful — 
$35,000 was raised to buy these acres. 

Now AVIS comes into the story. The Indi- 
an Ridge Association, formed in 1898, a 
month after the ridge was secured, merged 
with AVIS in 1915, giving AVIS this pre- 
cious property and marking the beginning 
of AVIS’ long history of land care and acqui- 
sition for conservation purposes. 

Alice Buck’s ringing cry, “We shall have 
our ridge,” is a fitting theme for the AVIS 
Centennial Dinner meeting on March 8, 
Appropriately, this year’s 1994 Centennial 
Meeting in the Old Town Hall is held in the 
same location chosen nearly 100 years ago 
for the first annual AVIS meeting and dra- 
matic production.

“This is the story of a young 
man called Jacob Zulu, who suf- 
fered for the sins of South Africa. 
This is a song of those for whom 
the good news of the end of 
apartheid, if this really is the 
end, comes too late. Amen. Hal- 
lelujah!” 

These are the opening lines of 
The Song of Jacob Zulu. 

Juxtaposed against exuberant 
heavenly music is the cacophany 
of a bomb blast. It is Christmas 
time, 1985, in a small township in 
Natal Province, South Africa. A 
Zulu, born-again Christian teen- 
ager, has deliberately killed and 
maimed several white people.

Group dedicated to SOS! - 
Save Outdoor Sculpture 


Judy Buswick and Betty 
Churchill of Chelmsford seem to 
be bird-watching, sky-gazing or 
just watching the passing 
parade. Recently, they have been 
sighted in parks, town commons, 
by the fire station. They carry 
clipboards, a camera and a can- 
vas bag with the distinctive 
bright blue logo “Be a Monumen- 
tal Hero.” What's going on? 

The two have answered the 
“Mass SOS!” call to help 
unknown and endangered out- 
door sculpture, Massachusetts 
Save Outdoor Sculpture! “Mass. 
SOS!” is a state-wide effort to 
identify and survey the history 
and physical condition of out- 
door sculpture throughout the 
state, The Westborough-based 
National Memorial Trust is the 
main sponsor, assisted by the 
Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission and Straus Center for 
Conservation, Harvard Universi- 
ty. Some 100 volunteers are now 
working on 400 surveys, but with 
an estimated 1,500 outdoor sculp- 
tures in Massachusetts, more 
participations needed. 

Here’s how the two have made 
a difference: They just submitted 
surveys for four of local artist 
Mico Kaufman’s works in 
Tewksbury, “Water,” “Touch- 
ings Souls,” “The Muster” and 
“Wamesit Indian” and one in 
Lowell, “Homage to Women.” 
will:be kept in ‘local: 


and state responsitories, includ- 
ing the database of the Mas- 
sachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion, And it will be available 
nationally through the Smithso- 
nian’s National Museum of 
American Art’s Index of Outdoor 
Sculpture, The Smithsonian, 
with the National Institute for 
the Conservation of Cultural 
Property, is spearheading this 
national effort. 

Why all this fuss about out- 
door sculpture? Outdoor sculp- 
ture has been compared to the 
canaries sent down in mine 
shafts long ago to test for lethal 
fumes. Materials such as bronze 
and marble are sensitive indica- 
tors of the problems of acid rain 
and urban environments. Today 
people can add materials such as 
plastic, steel and aluminum to 
the list. This is part of the urgen- 
cy that propels the survey. 

SOS! volunteers require no 
special qualifications. What is 
needed is time, curiosity and 
commitment to exploring the 
heritage of a community. There 
are various opportunities for 
participation - from photogra- 
phy to research to publicity. 
Training is provided. A person 
can work on his or her schedule.

COOKING WITH OATMEAL 


By Maria Moskos 

Winter snowy mornings seem to automati- 
cally stimulate my craving for oatmeal. 
Although I enjoy a bowl of oatmeal topped 
with brown sugar and sliced bananas, there 
are other “comfortable foods” prepared from 
oats that I especially enjoy preparing and eat- 
ing. I would like to share some of my favorite 
recipes. 

Oatmeal is the grain oats with the husks 
removed. Oats can be ground in the form of 
fine flour and can be flattened into what is 
known as “rolled oats.” Oats can be “steel 
cut” to form smaller particles and are avail- 
able in this form in gourmet shops (you can 
also obtain a similar consistency by giving 
rolled oats a few turns in a food processor). 
Oats are rich in phosphorous, iron and vita- 
mins and contain a growth-promoting hor- 
mone called auxin. 


Our family spent a weekend at a farm in 
Maine and were served these wonderful pan- 
cakes for breakfast. I added vanilla, walnuts 
and cinnamon to the original recipe, which 
enhanced an already wonderful recipe. 


Oatmeal pancakes 

3 eggs, beaten 

2 cups buttermilk 

1 cup flour (can use half whole wheat) 

1 cup old-fashioned oats 

1 Tbsp. sugar 

1/2 tsp. baking soda 

1/2 tsp. salt 

2 tsp. baking powder 

1 tsp. vanilla 

1 Tbsp. melted butter 

1/2 cup chopped walnuts 

1/4 tsp. cinnamon 

Add beaten eggs to buttermilk. Combine 
dry ingredients and add to mixture. Add 
melted shortening, vanilla and nuts and mix 
lightly — do not beat! Place enough batter on 
hot griddle to make 3- to 4-inch size pancakes. 
Cook until deep brown and serve with cinna- 
mon-flavored, warm maple syrup. Makes 15- 
20. 


No-bake oatmeal cookies 

This is a quick, easy recipe that is fun for 
children to make and is a nutritious snack. 

1/2 cup honey 

1/2 cup peanut butter 

1 cup uncooked rolled oats 

1 cup dry milk 

Place honey and peanut butter in a bowl 


and stir until well mixed. Slowly add milk 
and oatmeal and stir until well blended. Roll 


into 1-inch balls. Makes two dozen.

Scotland. 

6 Tbsp. margarine 

8 oz. old-fashioned oats 

4 oz. brown sugar 

Melt margarine in a saucepan over low 
heat. Add oats and sugar and mix well. 
Spread loosely on a baking sheet — do not 
press down. Toast for 15-20 minutes in a 350- 
degree oven until golden brown. Stir with a 
fork several times during baking. Cool and 
stir again. When cold, store in an air-tight 
container. Keeps several months. 


For a whole breakfast in a muffin try: 
Oatmeal-raisin muffins 

1 1/4 cup flour 

1 Tbsp. baking powder 

1 tsp. salt 

1/3 cup brown sugar 

1 cup uncooked quick rolled oats 

1/2 cup raisins 

1 egg 

1 cup milk 

1/3 cup melted butter 

Mix flour, baking powder, salt and sugar 
in a large bowl. Stir in rolled oats and 
raisins. In a separate bowl, beat egg, then 
add milk, then butter and mix well. Add milk 
mixture to flour mixture and stir just until 
dry ingredients are moist, leaving batter 
lumpy. Fill greased muffin pans half full and 
bake in a 400-degree oven 20-25 minutes until 
well-browned, Makes 12 muffins. 


Lacy oatmeal cookies 
1/4 |b. butter 
3/4 cup sugar 
1 cup quick oats 
1 egg 
3 Tbsp. flour 
1/4 tsp. salt 
1/2 tsp. baking powder 
1 tsp. vanilla 


Melt butter. Add sugar and 
mix thoroughly. Add remaining 
ingredients. Cover a cookie sheet 
with foil and grease lightly. Drop 
batter 1/2 teaspoon at a time, far 
apart, as batter will spread. Bake 
at 350-degrees for eight to 10 min- 
utes. Allow cookies to stand a 
few minutes before peeling off 
foil. Use a spatula. 

A long-time Scottish friend in 
Andover shared this recipe with 
me many years ago and though 
she died last year, I still feel her 
presence as I bake these cookies, 
which we often enjoyed together 
with tea. 


Banana oatmeal biscuits 
1 1/2 sticks butter 
6 oz. (by weight) sugar 
1 egg, lightly beaten 
6 oz. (by weight) flour 
1/2 tsp. baking soda 
1 tsp. salt 
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1/2 tsp.nutmeg 

1/2 tsp. cinnamon 

2 bananas, peeled and mashed 

10 oz. (by weight) Irish steel- 
cut oats, available in gourmet 
shops 

9 oz. (by weight) finely 
chopped walnuts 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 

Cream butter and sugar until 
light and fluffy, then beat in egg. 
In a separate bowl, mix flour, 
baking soda, salt and spices until 
well blended. Add to butter and 
sugar mixture and mix lightly. 
Fold in bananas, oatmeal and 
walnuts and mix well. 

Line a cookie sheet with 
parchment paper and spread 
heaped teaspoons of the mixture 
on the paper, leaving about two 
inches between each biscuit as 
they will spread in cooking. 
Bake 15 minutes. Cool on a rack. 
Makes 50 biscuits.

217-year-old independent boarding school. 

“As a residential school, we are particular- 
ly pleased to find in Barbara Chase a talented 
and nationally acclaimed educator who in 
countless ways has demonstrated her strong 
leadership and ability to relate to, and posi- 
tively affect, the lives of students,” Mr. 
Underwood said. “In many ways, then, it’s a 
perfect match.” 

The two other finalists for the position 
were Daniel S. Cheever Jr., former president 
of Wheelock College in Boston, and Antony 
James de Villiers Hill, headmaster of Mel- 
bourne Grammar School in Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia. 

Ms. Chase spoke with the Townsman by 
phone Tuesday. “I am very excited about the 
prospect of leading Phillips Academy, an 
institution of high reputation,” said Ms. 
Chase, who will be the school’s 14th head. “It 
is a community of people devoted to the best 
instruction and has a place of leadership in 
secondary education. The school has a great 
commitment to the larger community.” 

Neil Cullen, chief financial officer of 
Phillips Academy, reacted with delight. 

“She really comes to us with a strong back- 
ground in secondary education,” said Mr. 
Cullen. “She is a compassionate and intelli- 
gent person, two qualities we need in a head 
of school. She seems very familiar with 
school administration and ran a balanced 
budget. From my business and management 
experience, she seems very adept in this 
area. The challenge for her will be coming to 
a larger institution.”

Kendra $. O'Donnell, principal of Phillips 
Exeter Academy, in Exeter, N.H., said she is 
“senuinely thrilled” with the selection of 
Ms. Chase. Ms. O'Donnell, who has been 
Exeter's principal since July 1987, called Ms. 
Chase Tuesday morning to congratulate her. 

“For all who know and admire both Bar- 
bara and Andover, it is clearly an ideal 
match, I look forward to having Barbara as 
a colleague,” said Ms, O'Donnell. 

Ms. Chase has been headmistress of Bryn 
Mawr School in Baltimore, Md., since 1980, 
during which time the school has received 
national recognition, particularly for its 
interaction with the community, according 
to a press release from PA. 

While Ms. Chase was at Bryn Mawr, the 
school hosted a national conference for inde- 
pendent schools in 1990 to discuss ways it 
could use its resources to benefit at-risk chil- 
dren. Ms. Chase was named the first presi- 
dent of the Baltimore Project for Black Stu- 
dents and Faculty, a consortium of Balti- 
more independent schools, 

Ms. Chase has served on the board of 
directors of the National Association of Inde- 
pendent Schools since 1989 and has chaired 
its public issues and government relations 
committee and been a member of the execu- 
tive and finance committees. She is also a 
member of the Headmasters’ Association, 
Country Day School Headmasters’ Associa- 
tion of the United States, National Associa- 
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tion of Principals of Schools for 
Girls and the Headmistresses’ 
Association of the East. 

Ms. Chase received an AB 
degree in history from Brown 
University in 1967 and served as 
a member of the Corporation of 
Brown University from 1984 to 
1990, Now a trustee emerita, she 
continues to serve Brown as 
chairwoman of its corporation 
committee on admission and 
financial aid and serves on its 
corporation committee on minor- 
ity affairs. She earned her MLA 
degree from Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. 

“As school people,” she writes, 
“we believe deeply in the innate 
goodness of all of our students. 
Every young person deserves the 
opportunity to learn and to 
achieve; each has the right to 
expect schooling that will pre- 
pare him or her to make a real 
contribution to the world.” 

Ms. Chase said there is a real 
pledge by the PA board of 
trustees to look to the future, and 
plan for the benefit of students 
who will be coming to Phillips 
Academy in the 21st century. She 
said she will build on the 
strengths of her predecessors 
and continue that planning. 

She talked about leaving Bryn 
Mawr School. 

“Points of transition are 
thrilling. I love this place. It is 
wonderful, but there is some sad- 
ness. People don’t grow and 
change without being willing to 
accept some loss.” 

Bryn Mawr School is a non- 
sectarian independent day 
school, founded in 1885 as one of 
the nation’s earliest college 
preparatory school for girls. 

Between 1973 and 1980, Ms. 
Chase taught music, history and 
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English at the Wheeler School in 
Providence, R.I., and served as 
the director of admissions for 
four of those years. 

She is listed in Who's Who of 
American Women and she 
received the Bene Merenti medal 
from the College of Notre Dame 
of Maryland in 1990 for “out- 
standing service in educational 
leadership.” 

Her husband, David Chase, is 
executive director of the Society 
for the Preservation of Maryland 
Antiquities in Baltimore. One 
daughter, Ashley Lawrence 
Chase, is a 1991 graduate of Yale, 
and their other daughter, Kather- 
ine Landis Chase, is a member of 
the class of 1997 at Brown Uni- 
versity. Both daughters graduat- 
ed from Bryn Mawr School. 

Faculty and staff at Phillips 
expect that Ms. Chase will visit 
PA in very early March. 

Like Ms. Chase, Andover 
stresses academic excellence and 
diversity of student body, both 
cultural and economic. Persons 
of color comprise more than 25 
percent of the 1,214 member stu- 
dent body and 10 percent are 
international students. Forty 
percent of the student body 
receives financial aid and 10 per- 
cent are on full scholarship. Of 
Andover’s 372 seniors, 20 times 
the national average became 
National Merit Scholarship semi- 
finalists this year. 

One hundred sixty-five of the 
236 full- and part-time instructors 
have either master’s or Ph.D. 
degrees. 

PA was founded as a school for 
boys during the Revolutionary 
War in 1778. Abbot Academy was 
founded in 1828 as a private 
boarding school for girls. The 
two schools merged in 1973.

STARTER RIGHT UP 

lf an engine cranks slowly with a 
fully charged battery, It may be an 
indication that the starter needs 
replacement. Other symptoms 
include: an engine that does not 
crank al all with a fully charged 
battery; an engine that fails to 
crank, even though the starter 
spins; or a loud, grinding noise 
being emitted from the starter 
Before a starter is replaced, the 
auto technician should check the 
condition of the battery, as well as 
the well-being of connections 
Ignition and fuel system problems 
may also be the culprits.

The new Brint missile will be 
designed for the Patriot system. 

“It would be integrated into the 
Patriot system,” Mr. Coulter said. 

In addition, there is continued level 
of funding by the Army for the Patriot 
so that it is there for a backup, in case 
the Erint doesn’t work out. 

Finally, the contract in question is 
not lost yet. A final decision is to be 
made by March 1 and Raytheon could 
still convince the Defense Acquisition 
Board to opt for the Patriot. And this 
contract is for orders for 1998 or 1999, 
according to Mr. Coulter, so nothing 
will happen for some time. 

“Keep in mind, nothing’s going to 
happen until the end of the century,” 
Mr. Coulter said. 


As far as layoffs or changes in the 
workforce at that time, “We don’t pro- 
ject that far into the future,” he said.

Projected future changes at Raytheon 


Future changes 

Raytheon is looking to the future 
and has been shifting its workforce 
away from the military market 
because of cuts in the military bud- 
get. 

Raytheon has teamed up with 
Motorola and Lockheed and is using 
the technology or the phased-array 
radar to develop the Iridium system 
for telephones, a system that will use 
66 satellites around the earth to pro- 
vide direct line telephone communi- 
vations. 

“We're going to start launching 
satellites in the next several years,” 


Patriot vs. Erint 

Mr, Coulter said the Erint is a kinet- 
ic energy missile that is designed for a 
direct hit on its target, and, unlike the 
Patriot, is not designed for use against 
either cruise missiles or aircraft. That 
is a point the Massachusetts Congres: 
sional delegation is sure to bring up in 
meetings with the defense planners 
this week in Washington. 

The initial problem with the Patriot 
in the Gulf War was a problem with the 
target, not the missile, according to Mr, 
Coulter. Saddam Hussein modified the 
SCUD missiles, making them longer to 
accommodate a larger fuel tank for 
longer range. When the modified 
SCUDS re-entered the atmosphere they 
broke up. The resulting debris initially 
caused problems for Patriot, and it 
took “a day” to figure out the problem 
and make a software adjustment to cor- 
rect it, according to Mr, Coulter, Had 
Mr. Hussein done that intentionally, he 
would have been considered a military 
genius, but he didn’t, said Mr. Coulter. 


“It was a complete fluke,” he said. 

The kinetic energy missile hones in 
on a target and if there is a similar 
problem such as the Patriot faced with 
the SCUD, “if it takes a flip or a flop,” it 
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Mr. Coulter said. 

Raytheon has also been expanding 
its engineering and construction ser- 
vices to the point that it is now the 
third largest engineering and con- 
struction firm in the world and will 
do $2.7 billion in business around the 
world this year, according to Mr. 
Coulter. 

The effort to adapt the company’s 
technologies to peacetime pursuits is 
company wide, and not focused specif- 
ically on the Andover plant, Mr. Coul- 
ter said, He did not say how these 
efforts could affect the Andover facili- 
ty. 


will fail, according to Mr. Coulter. 

“If you miss it by an inch, you miss 
it by a mile,” Mr. Coulter said. 

Patriot is designed for either a direct 
hit, or to explode its warhead when it 
gets close to the target, which will put 
up a shield of shrapnel to explode its 
target.

“We have proven technology and we 
have a system that works on the triple 
threat, and the Brint is still new and 
untested and very high risk,” Mr, Coul- 
ter said.

Congressman Marty Meehan, D- 
Lowell, responded to the news about 
Patriot last week with a prepared state- 
ment. “I am concerned and surprised 
with the Army’s decision to select the 
Erint over the Raytheon Patriot Multi- 
mode Missile. Raytheon manufactures 
the only battle tested tactical missile 
defense system. The Army itself 
claimed that Patriot had a 70 percent 
success rate during the Persian Gulf 
War. Over the last year, I've worked 
closely with Raytheon officials and

Mr. Coulter said there is less going 
on now at Raytheon’s Andover plant 
than there was four years ago when 
three shifts were working seven days a 
week to produce Patriots. 

In August of 1990 the Army had 
three Patriot PAC-2 missiles. Within 
six months the company delivered 


- more than 500 missiles with employees 


working straight through the Christ- 
mas holidays and that’s why President 
Bush was at Raytheon that year thank- 
ing the employees for their work, Mr. 
Coulter said. 

“We just kept going,” he said. 

But the production line needs to be 
kept “warm” to retain the capability to 
do that, he said. 


“It’s called surge. When there’s a 
need to surge, we need the ability to do 
that.” Mr. Coulter said. “That’s why 
this company is fighting so hard to con- 
vince this government that we need to 
slow down on this reduction program.

fell short of what Rep. Meehan wanted. 

“T wasn’t satisfied with the explana- 
tion by the Army,” Rep. Meehan said 
Wednesday morning. 

The Army based its decision on a 
million simulations of the Erint, but it 
did not provide the data for the 
assumptions used to create those simu- 
lations, Mr. Meehan said. 

He was also concerned that the deci- 
sion was based on simulations for the 
Erint and compared to actual flight 
testing of the Patriot. The Army is 
going on what the Erint is supposed to 
do, not what it actually does, he said. 

“They haven't built the Erint sys- 
tem,” Rep. Meehan said, “It’s easy to 
say they are going to do it. The Army 
just assumes the Erint is going to work 
‘as advertised, but the Erint hasn’t even

One thing the Erint has over the 
Patriot is its effectiveness against 
chemical warfare, according to Rep. 
Meehan. 

“They were concerned about chemi- 
cal warfare,” Rep. Meehan said of the 
Army. 

The Patriot is not as effective 
against ballistic missiles carrying 
chemical warheads as the Erint is pro- 
posed to be, and Raytheon Co. does not 
refute that assumption, Rep. Meehan 
said. 

But the Erint is not effective against 
cruise missiles and aircraft, and Rep. 
Meehan said that the Department of 
Defense has to look at addressing the 
total threat. 

“There’s a downsizing process going 
on,” and what. this is all about is mak- 


ing choices,.Mr.Meehan said. ..', 


The congressional delegations of 
both Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
shire are requesting the secretary of 
Defense to convene an independent 
body, such as the Defense Science 
Board, to review the Army’s evalua- 
tion and selection process. A letter to 
that effect was to go out yesterday, 
Wednesday, Rep. Meehan said. 

“That’s the only chance we have of 
turning it around. We'd have to try and 
get them to do it before March 1,” Rep. 
Meehan said. 

“The plus in the briefing was the 
Army made the point very clear that 
they view the Patriot as an integral 
part of the future defense of the United 
States,” Rep. Meehan said. “They 
assured me there were going to be 
eight battalions of Patriot Missiles 
deployed around the world.”

while still cleaning up the last of the 
day’s pots and pans. Dressed in his 
standard apron and sitting on a stool 
by the screen door in the back of the 
restaurant, Mr. Koravos reminisced 
about his years behind the counter. 

“When I first came here in 1954, I 
hardly had any customers. This place 
was like a morgue. I use to sit out in 
the alley out here next to the garbage 
barrels and I’d have the best tan in 
Andover,” Mr. Koravos said. 

Mr. Koravos and his wife were both 
born in 1919 in the same neighborhood 
in Lowell, where they were brought up 
in the same Greek community and 
attended the same schools and the 
same church. 

“T’ve known Stella since we were 
kids. We met when we were 4 years 
old,” Mr. Koravos said. “I used to hold 
her hand crossing the street - and I 
still do it.” 


Mr. Koravos served four years with 
the Marines at Guadalcanal and Guam 
during World War II. He returned 
home and the couple married in 1946, 
(They'll celebrate their 48th wedding 
anniversary March 3) and Mr. Koravos 
took a job managing the lunch counter 
in McCord’s drugstore on Merrimack 
Street in Lowell. He stayed there for 
eight years until he took over Ford’s 
Bakery, Ice Cream and Candy, then 
owned by Harold Hezeltine, in 1954.

The Coffee Connection, a gourmet 
coffee retailer, will take over the space 
currently occupied by Ford’s Coffee 
Shop in the Barnard Building after 
Ford’s closes on April 2, and will 
probably open by the end of June, 
according to Tom Belhumeur, owner 
of the Barnard Building. 

History 

The Coffee Connection was started 
in 1975 with a single store in The 
Garage at Harvard Square in Cam- 
bridge by George Howell, a San Fran- 
cisco transplant who found the coffee 
in Boston not to his liking. Mr. Howell 
built a business around the idea of 
finding the best coffee beans in the 
world, importing them green and not 
roasting them until they were ready to 
be used. The company now has 21 
stores (including several in Boston) in 
three states, Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut and New Jersey, a mail-order ser- 
vice with subscribers in 50 states, 
England and Canada, and more than 
$15 million in sales. 

The store sells brewed coffee by the 
cup, pastries and muffins for con- 
sumption on the premises or to go. It 
also sells fresh coffee beans and fresh 
-|- ground coffee. The store has 35 vari-

Whether business owners, states- 
men, celebrities or students, everyone 
was always treated the same at Ford’s, 
according to Mr. Koravos. 

“Big visitors? All my customers are 
important, otherwise we wouldn't be 
here. We treat them all alike — Stella 
does. Stella handles them all the same,” 
Mr. Koravos said. “Being that consci- 
entious about your customer made us a 
success really.” 

Still, there are some who stand out. 

Jim Doherty, 79, town moderator 
and owner emeritus of Doherty Insur- 
ance Agency Inc. at 21 Elm St., is prob- 
ably the customer who has been com- 
ing to Ford’s the longest, according to 
the Koravoses. Mr. Doherty doesn’t go 
around seeking signatures when he 
needs his nomination papers signed for 
town moderator. He just leaves them 
with Ms. Koravos and she gets the sig- 
natures for him from customers. 

“We have lost a lot of customers 
too,” Mr. Koravos said. 

Mr. Doherty’s late brother, Bill 
Doherty, for whom Doherty Middle 
School is named and who served 35 
years on the School Committee, “was 
one of our old steady customers,” Mr. 
Koravos said. 

For a long time, 11 older residents 
used to come in every morning and sit 
and have coffee and talk and remi- 
nisce. 

“Out of those 11, there’s only three 
left,” Mr. Koravos said. 

Jackie Onassis was one of Ford’s 
more famous visitors. 

John F. Kennedy Jr. attended 


of coffee drinks such as espresso, cap- 
puccino, caffe latte and Frappucinno. 
It also carries 35 varieties of imported 
teas, cider and imported cocoas, and 
quality brewing equipment and acces- 
sories for coffee connoisseurs. 
Imported beans 

Coffee beans are imported from all 
over the world and stored at the com- 
pany’s corporate headquarters in 
South Boston where they are roasted 
several times a week and shipped to 
retailers within 24 hours. If the coffee 
doesn’t sell in seven days, it is reduced 
to half price. If it’s still there after 10 
days, it is donated to the Greater 
Boston Food Bank. 

The company’s corporate-philoso- 
phy statement touts its dedication to 
“the needs and expectations of our 
customers,” and to the community. 

“We will be conscientious citizens 
in the communities in which we oper- 
ate, supporting worthwhile causes 
and being responsible employers and 
neighbors,” the statement reads.

“I remember some years ago when 
the high school kids used to hang 
around Ford’s, some of whom went on 
to be very successful,” Mr. Koravos 
said. 

They'd come in at around 2:30 and at 
about 4 p.m. Mr. Koravos would shoo 
them out. 

“One of those guys was Jay Leno. I 
used to throw him out of here,” Mr. 
Koravos said. 

“Jay Leno was in here a year ago 
and he said, ‘Gee, Tom, are you still 
here? I remember you used to throw 
me out of here.’ ” 

Other celebrities who have been to 
Ford's include actors Robert Urich and 
Mike Chiklis, former Statehouse 
speaker Thomas McGee and former 
Senator Paul Tsongas.

Selectman Gerald Silverman is not a 
relative but has become like family to 
the Koravoses and has cooked the pan- 
cakes on Saturday mornings at Ford’s 
for many years.

was very busy and Mr. Koravos said, 
“Come on guys, I need a hand.” 

“So Jerry put on an apron and ever 
since he’s been coming in Saturday 
mornings to flip pancakes,” Mr. 
Koravos said. 

Mr. Sintros also still works on Sat- 
urday mornings. 

“T just walk out. I’m in the way,” Mr. 
Koravos said. 

Mr. Silverman also started the tradi- 
tion of cooking latkes at Ford’s on Jew- 
ish holidays. And in addition to work- 
ing Saturday mornings with Mr. Sil- 
verman, for the last 19 years Mr. Sin- 
tros has spent his February school 
vacation working every day in the 
restaurant so the Koravoses could take 
a vacation, ; 

Mr. Sintros is married to the 
Koravos’s daughter, Olivia, and they 
have three sons: Chris, president of the 
senior class at Andover High School; 
Michael, a senior at College of the Holy 
Cross in Worcester; and Steven, a 
junior at Holy Cross. 

“My daughter was 9 or 10 years old 
when she started working here,” Mr. 
Koravos said. 

The Koravos’s son, Lewis, lives in 
Lake Bluff, Ill. He has two daughters, 
both of whom live with their mother in 
England: Jessica, who just graduated 
from Oxford University; and Elizabeth, 
who is just about to enter college. 


Lewis was 6 years old when his par- 
ents first took over Ford's, and they tell 
a story about one day after they first 
opened and Lewis was sitting with his 
grandfather, Lewis Koravos Sr., count- 
ing the customers as they came in. 

Mr. Koravos’s own grandsons start- 
ed working at the restaurant when 
they were old enough. 

“All three of them have worked 
here,” Mr. Koravos said. 

Retiring 

As for their thoughts about retiring, 
Ms. Koravos gave two thumbs up and 
said, “Not bad.” 

“We're a little nervous about it,” Mr.

sock drawer. The medal meant I went 
out there and had a good day. I guess to 
me the medal’s not as important as the 
memories.” 

But Ms. Petzold believes that corpo- 
rate sponsorship is still necessary. 

“The Olympics couldn’t happen 
without all the sponscrs. I think the 
sponsorship is essential to keeping the 
Olympics going,” she said. “But on the 
flip side, maybe I don’t need to see Nan- 
cy Kerrigan eating Campbell’s Soup. 
Maybe I just need to see her skate.” 


“The Olympics have become an 
advertising show, a TV show, a ratings 
show and a money show,” said Mr. 
Ashworth. “And if it was conceived as 
a show place for athletes and I believe 
it was conceived that way, it has 
become a place for personalities and 
high-priced contracts, and other ideals 
than sportsmanship and competition. 
That was not the case in ’64.” 

Ms. Petzold had to come home 
before the Olympics were over and saw 
some of the Games on TV. She said it 
offered her an interesting perspective 
and that TV added some soap-opera- 
type drama to the real drama created 
by the sports themselves. 

“They set everything to music. It’s 
one big video,” she said. “But it made 
me realize the impact of what I had just 
done.” 


John Clark, of 4 Spruce Circle, a pro- 
motional manager for the Converse 
shoe company until 1987, said it may 
not be the athletes who have changed, 
but rather it is the world around them 
that has shifted. Mr. Clark traveled to 
Moscow to explore possible arrange- 
ments for Converse before America’s 
boycott of the 1980 Games and he was 
also involved with the 1984 Olympic 
Games held in Los Angeles, when Con- 
verse was one of the major sponsors. 


Mr. Clark said part of the change 
has been due to the advances in the 
electronic media and the more “tabloid 
nature of society,” which focuses more 
on what has gone wrong. 

“But the Olympics have been going 
on for a long time and they'll continue 
to go on. 

“It’s never been the particular event 
that generally is the reason for the 
explosion of the marketing. It’s gener- 
ally the outside event. The Olympics is 
like anything else that’s the core 
event.” 


Money has always played a part in 
the Olympic Games. Sonja Henie, Nor- 
way’s golden figure skater from 1928- 
1936, used her notoriety to spark a $50 
million movie career in the US. 

“Ror every down side there's proba- 
bly 10 good sides. I think the first 
decathlon champ was on the Wheaties 
box when I was growing up,” said Mr. 
Clark. “One of the greatest things any 
athlete can have is to want to genuine- 
ly represent their country. 

-“You've,got.to hope, that the athletes, .

were trained right. If you want to find 
something bad about something, gener- 
ally you can find it. But there’s so 
many many good things that can come 
from this,” he said. “Athletes can be 
used to bridge many gaps. The 
Olympics, I think the basic purpose of 
it was to bridge the gap between coun- 
tries.” 

Mr. Clark said that when he was 
with Converse, the company not only 
looked for successful athletes, but 
those who were committed to the sport 
and to others. The company and the 
athlete worked together to present the 
proper image. 

“Bven though they were contracted 
endorsers, the chemistry was right 
with the company and the athlete,” he 
said. “It went deeper than that. It was a 
chemistry, a hard working relation- 
ship. They became involved. That was 
the thing we tried to do in my days 
with Converse. Yes, they wanted the 
high visibility athlete. But they wanted 
the high quality athletes who were not 
only world-class athletes but world- 
class people.” 

Before the 1992 Olympics, Converse 
had been a sponsor of the Olympic bas- 
ketball team for many years, and had 
also had an association with the Ama- 
teur Basketball Association of the Unit- 
ed States. Because of these close associ- 
ations, many former athletes now work 
for Converse, said Mr, Clark. The pres- 
ident of Converse Shoes in North Read- 
ing, Gib Ford, was captain of the 1956 
Olympic basketball team and was 
instrumental in sponsoring the 1984 
games. 

“Tn so far as (the money) has become 
more important to the athletes, I don't 
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think anyone can say that. The athlete 
of today, I feel, has the same qualities 
of the athlete of yesterday, but the 
world has changed, so consequently 
the agenda has changed. I personally 
believe the dollars have become much 
too much out of control. It’s almost to 
the point where it’s asinine,” he said. 

But do Olympic athletes equate the 
gold medal to money in the bank? 

“T think people equate the gold 
medal to different things,” said Ms. Pet- 
zold. To some, she said, it does just 
mean cash. “But I think more than 
that, it represents to every athlete the 
achievement of a dream. You watch 
Dan Jansen. It’s got to be more, it’s got 
to be personal achievement.” 

“Not everybody does it for money. 
Most of the athletes today do not do it 
for money,” said Mr. Ashworth. “But I 
think people recognize the Olympics 
now for what it is. And I’m not just say- 
ing I don’t like what it is. I just don’t 
like that it’s so mercenary.” 


Mr. Ashworth said he would like to 
see the sponsors keep their logos off of 
Olympic uniforms, particularly to 
avoid the type of situation that had 
Michael Jordan drape a flag over his 
shoulder to cover up another shoe com- 
pany’s logo because he was under con- 
tract with Nike. 

“The Olympics was really a great 
experience for me. | just would like to 
see it brought back into focus,” he said. 
“It's so easy to take the ... name off the 
shirt, if they put their foot down and 
did it.” 

“T don’t agree with that,” said Mr. 
Clark. “Again, it’s my opinion, but I 
think if someone is sponsoring some- 
thing they deserve the opportunity for 
whatever the parameters are on the 
sponsorship.” 


“It’s a tough issue because it is 
essential. But they do sort of cloud the 
reason we have a world competition. 
But I couldn’t have done half the things 
without my sponsor,” said Ms. Petzold. 
“There's still people, definitely, who 
have to pay for themselves. When a 
huge corporate sponsor comes in it 
takes the weight off their shoulders.” 


In addition to limiting commercial- 
ism, Mr. Ashworth would also like to 
see the United States Olympic Commit- 
tee create or enforce higher standards 
for representation. He believes Tonya 
Harding should be kicked off the team 
because of the effect she would have. 

“They showed their colors by caving 
in,” he said. “It takes away the ideal- 
ism. All you need is a little guts to kick 
her off the team. If she is disruptive to 
that team then she should be off the 
team. They don’t have the stones to 
throw her off the team and she certain- 
ly will be detrimental.” 


Some columnists have suggested 
that the money to be made from a 
Harding gold medal may have led her 
ex-husband to plan the attack, whether 
he did so with or without her help. But 
people who want to win at any cost 
have always existed. The money 
involved has just added another layer, 
said Mr. Clark. 
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‘The Olympics couldn't 
happen without all the 
sponsors.

been the common denominator that 
makes everything tick. With it being 
the common denominator, it’s different 
today. With all the good things, with all 
the positive things, there’s a downside. 
Certain things become a factor that 
shouldn't be a factor. And yes, there's 
probably too much individual commer- 
cialism,” he said “All the world’s a 
stage and the actors are the players. 
The stage is always going to be there. 
There’s good in everything but some- 
where along the line something will go 
astray.

But that’s 
a case of the world we live in.” 


Though there are complaints with 
the Olympics and with increasing com- 
mercialism, Americans and citizens of 
the world continue to tune in, most 
probably for the competition involved. 
In 1996, the Summer Olympics will be 
held in Atlanta. 

“Coca-Cola will be in there and Ted 
Turner will be in there. It will bea 
great show,” said Mr. Ashworth. 


“And when all is said and done, Tu 
probably be there,” he quipped.

reminded that even during the dark- 
est days of the Jewish experience 
there were people, Christians, righ- 
teous non-Jews, who risked their 
lives and the lives of their children to 
help Jews. Yes, human beings have 
an immeasurable capacity for evil, 
but so, too, are there people whose 
very lives are an affirmation of the 
values upon which their lives are 
based. 


We would be mistaken if we 
thought we could shield our children 
from the uniquely human aptitude 
for hatred. 

But we would be even more 
remiss if we failed to tell our chil- 
dren about people like Oskar 
Schindler, an ordinary man who rose 
to defend the rights of the oppressed 
and whose life glowed with the 
sparks of divine goodness.

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Slow down the 
town’s growth 


Editor, Townsman: 

Andover Townsman Feb. 3, headline 
“Mini boom in new home construc- 
tion.” In the article, it noted that 115 
permits have been taken out for new 
homes, up from 97 taken out in ’93 and 
the year is just beginning. 

Most of these homes will be at least 
three or four bedroom homes in the 
$300,000 to $500,000 bracket, which 
means they will only be affordable to 
the young, professional, working cou- 
ples that will be having two to four 
children in the next two to six years. 

Older working couples have bought 
their homes and have children in 
school so cannot afford to move up. 
The elderly may now own their own 
homes, but even with the equity built 
up, they could not afford the mortgage 
payments on these new homes what 
with the increases in taxes, water and 
sewer bills, medical and insurance pre- 
miums, etc. Some may be forced out of 
their homes, which could mean more 
younger couples with children. 

The school board is asking for $40 
million in the April warrant for new 
additions, renovations and technologi- 
cal hardware, moving parking lots to 
keep pine sap from falling on parked 
cars, etc. 

Thankfully, they changed their 
mind about the $3 million for the ele- 
vated track and swimming pool. Maybe 
next year? As it is, the school superin- 
tendent’s budget is 5.4 percent over FY 
’93 budget and they are asking for even 
a larger increase. The state will pay 60 
percent of these costs. The state is you 
and me. Let’s hope all the other cities 
and towns in Massachusetts do not 
have this attitude. 

Will we need new schools in the next 
two to six years with all these new fam- 
ilies moving in and another 400 to 800 
children? It is nice to live in a town 
that everyone wants to move to 
because of the school system, but then 


to have them complaining about over-' 


crowding, noise levels, poor conditions 
of the schools and inconvenient park- 
ing or having to pay for busing and 
extracurricular activities, etc., seems 
like it’s a case of having your cake and 
eating it too. 

In the town budget, the town manag- 
er is asking for more help for the sum- 
mer at Pomps Pond, the playgrounds 
and Saturday morning help in the chil- 
dren’s section of the library. Is this so 
the children can be dropped off while 
the parents do their weekly shopping, 
or visit the hairdresser, aerobics, ten- 
nis, or 18 holes of golf? The teachers 
and day-care people, whether in cen- 
ters or in the private homes, are teach- 
ing, minding and babysitting five days 
a week. Let the parent supervise them 
the other two. 


The town has responsibilities to the 
residents, but these same responsibili- 


ties have to end somewhere. 

Would it be possible to slow down 
the growth of the town and spend some 
of this money to buy open space so the 
present residents could enjoy it before 
it is all gone?

Wellesley health 
director writes 
about smoking 


Editor, Townsman: 

As an Andover resident I want to 
express my objection to the tobacco 
bylaw proposed by the Andover Board 
of Health. As the community agency 
charged with protecting public health, 
the proposal is a dilute attempt to pro- 
vide protection from environmental 
tobacco smoke and fails to accomplish 
what could be a significant contribu- 
tion to our community’s health. 

Environmental tobacco smoke, sec- 
ond-hand smoke, passive smoke or 
whatever name you attach to this vil- 
lainous substance, the simple fact is 
that it is toxic. It does not only emanate 
from cigarettes, but cigars and pipe 
tobacco as well as the smoke exhaled 
by the smoker. The bylaw proposal 
appears to only regulate cigarettes. 


The fact is that environmental 
tobacco smoke is actually more harm- 
ful than the smoke inhaled by the 
smoker. According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, envi- 
ronmental tobacco smoke actually con- 
tains higher levels of some of the toxic 
compounds than those inhaled by the 
smoker. This phenomenon occurs 
because the undiluted environmental 
tobacco smoke and the mainstream 
smoke both contain different concen- 
trations of the toxic agents as the result 
of the different temperature levels that 
occur between the puffing and resting 
phases of the smoking process, 

The mainstream smoke inhaled by 
the smoker is limited to the time spent 
smoking the tobacco product while the 
exposure to the environmental tobacco 
smoke generated remains constant 
during the time spent in the smoke pol- 
luted environment. This actually caus- 
es the nonsmoker present to inhale a 
greater amount of toxic products than 
the smoker. 

Given the adverse effects of smoking 
in an indoor environment, why isn’t 
the board seeking to prohibit all tobac- 
co smoke in all places of public access? 
Protestations of smokers claiming 
their right to use tobacco should not be 
allowed to satisfy their addiction at the 
risk of damaging the health of non- 
smoking individuals. Furthermore, 
according to the 1986 U.S. surgeon gen- 
eral’s report on environmental tobacco 
smoke, the simple separation of 
smokers and nonsmokers within the 
same indoor airspace is insufficient to 


prevent the exposure of nonsmokers. 
The only remedy is complete elimina- 
tion of tobacco smoke. 

The board also has further failed to 
provide protection for individuals in 
the workplace. Permitting smoking in 
bars is shortsighted. Certainly a recent 
study in the Journal of The American 
Medical Association (Siegel, July 1993) 
should be sufficient justification for 
providing protection for both workers 
and patrons in such a setting. 

We need a bylaw that protects every- 
one. It can be simply accomplished by 
prohibiting smoking of tobacco in all 
municipally controlled buildings and 
all places of public access.

Dreaded 
incinerator 


Editor, Townsman: 

Approximately a year ago, Ogden 
Martin Inc. announced their intention 
to build a new incinerator at the River- 
walk in Lawrence. In the past couple of 
weeks, it has come to light that this 
decision is being challenged by the 
town of Haverhill. 

Haverhill wants the trash brought to 
them rather than Lawrence so that 
they can reap the advertised financial 
benefits. This is a world out of balance. 
The decision of whether and where to 
build an incinerator is supposed to be 
based on the need for waste disposal in 
the region and restricted by the impact 
on the environment. Neither of these 
factors is receiving due attention. Fur- 
thermore, even if we were to focus 
exclusively on economic aspects, we 
would not have to look very far to find 
that many a community rues the day it 
threw open its doors to an incinerator. 
The financial incentives seldom mea- 
sure up to promises. 

On Wednesday, Feb. 16, the Merri- 
mack Valley Environmental Coalition 
held a forum in Lawrence to raise 
some of these issues with the objective 
of making sure that they enter into the 
decision-making process on whether 


‘ Lawrence should accept Ogden Mar- 


tin’s proposal. The forum was attended 
by more than 60 people, including four 
members of the Lawrence City Council 
and aides to both Mayor Kennedy and 
State Rep. Gary Coon. 

Addressing the issue of need, Cindy 
Luppi from Clean Water Action noted 
that 14 percent of the landfill and incin- 
erator capacity in Massachusetts is 
currently going unused and that we 
are net importers of trash, bringing in 
approximately 400,000 tons per year 
from neighboring states. Further, our 
current recycling level of 23 percent is 
targeted to increase to 46 percent by 
the year 2000. Moreover, the state has 
mandated a 10 percent source reduc- 
tion by 2000. In the face of these num- 
bers, it is difficult to argue that we 
need a new incinerator. 

Terry Greene, from the JSI Center 
for Environmental Health Studies, 
addressed the issue of the impact of 
incinerators on the environment. She 
ran through a lengthy list of toxins that 
incinerators release into both the air 
and the water. While we are a long way 
from understanding the true impact of 
these toxins on our health, there is lit- 
tle effort to make incinerators adhere 
to even the current standards. Lori 
Lach of the Tellus Institute reported on 
the results of a longitudinal study of 15 
incinerators, all of which fell far short 
of state-of-the-art emission control and 
less than half of which monitored the 
toxins in the ash they generated. 

It was also pointed out that the wide- 
ly endorsed concept that incinerators

obviate the need for landfills is 
misleading. One third of the 
waste that goes into an incinera- 
tor comes out as toxic ash. The 
net effect of incineration is mere- 
ly to reduce the size of the land- 
fill, not the amount of toxins 
leaching into the water supply. 
Fred Glore, from People for 
the Environment, and John Lee- 
man, the moderator and a mem- 
ber of Concerned Citizens of 
North Andover, brought the 
need issue of environmental 
impact closer to home. Mr. Glore 
showed a map of the Merrimack 
Valley area on which was super- 
imposed the locations of five 
incinerators already contribut- 
ing to air pollution in the valley. 
Mr. Leeman, who lives near the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary Dis- 
trict sludge incinerator in North 
Andover, held up a jar of ash that 
he collected from his lawn, house 
and car. When the state refused 
to analyze this substance, Mr. 
Leeman had the tests performed 
at his own expense. The high lev- 
els of heavy metals, including 
lead, were instrumental in the 
eventual decision to close down 
the GLSD incinerator. 


The issue of economic benefit 
was addressed by several of the 
speakers. When assessing the 
promised financial boon to the 
community, it is important to 
determine the answers to some 
important questions. How many 
people are actually employed by 
an incinerator? Are local resi- 
dents qualified for the jobs that 
do exist? How many businesses 
will be driven out by the pres- 
ence of an incinerator? What will 
happen to housing values? Will 
put-or-pay provisions force the 
host community to pay huge 
penalties when state-mandated 
recycling goals force them to fall 
short of contracted waste deliv- 
ery to the incinerator? 


I was tremendously encour- 
aged by the turnout at this forum 
and the level of interest on the 
part of the attendees. Originally 
scheduled for an hour and a half, 
questions and comments from 
the audience extended it well 
past two hours and still people 
stayed around for small group 
discussions. I sincerely hope this 
dialogue can be extended and 
‘intensified so that in the end, 
when we make the final decision 
on whether to bring more incin- 

tors into the Merrimack Val-

S40M is too 
much to ask 


Editor, Townsman: 

Given the current economic 
realities, with many Andover 
residents unemployed, on fixed 
incomes, working more than one 
job to make ends meet, the pro- 
posal to spend millions of dollars 
above and beyond the current 
excessive real estate tax burden 
is unconscionable. Some citizens 
have been hit by 19-percent 
increases on their property value 
translating into $800 annual tax 
increases as a result of the recent 
revaluation. Despite 2 1/2, 
Andover taxpayers have seen 
their taxes increase between 6 
percent-10 percent each year. It 
is obvious that we have lost all 
sense of fiscal restraint. This 
kind of reckless spending must 
be ended. Officials had to resort 
to a special Town Meeting in 
November 1992 to borrow $2.4 
million because they failed to 
maintain within the operating 
budget our existing buildings. 
Now we are paying interest for 
10 years in addition to the cost of 
the work. Where is the account- 
ability? How was this allowed to 
happen? Where was our finance 
committee? It is time for citizens 
to demand answers. The thought 
of spending $40 million on new 
buildings, not to mention the 
associated interest costs, 
staffing, utilities, additional 
maintenance and other unfore- 
seen costs is mind boggling. 

Public servants are forcing 
citizens to make “rush” deci- 
sions on financial articles that 
require a 2 1/2 debt exclusion 
override at the April 11 Town 
Meeting without all the facts and 
information on the total cost of 
this project. It is precisely this 
kind of irresponsible spending 
that results in the outrageous 
real estate taxes Andover resi- 
dents are complaining about. 
Are we being forced into a posi- 
tion of choosing more bricks and 
mortar over people? Will educa- 
tion be better served with less 
teachers and more space? Will 
the town be better served with 
more school space, but fewer 
police and firemen?

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Candidates take stands on outcome-based education 


By Neil Fater 

Outcome-based education. In commu- 
nities such as Sparta, Ill., it has been 
lauded as a great success. In other cities 
and towns it has been deemed a titanic 
failure. The next School Committee will 
decide if it can and should be used in 
Andover. 

Two of the five School Committee can- 
didates — David Birnbach, Bill Josephson, 
Lloyd Willey and incumbents Susan Dal- 
ton and Susan Jenkins - will be instru- 
mental in determining the future direc- 
tion of Andover’s education, and what 
form outcome-based education will take 
in this town, if any. 

Outcome-based education (OBE) can 
take many forms; and it is often the form 
or the way it is implemented that can 
determine its success or failure, say edu- 
cation experts. 

But the decision on whether to imple- 
ment OBE may be out of the School Com- 
mittee’s hands. School officials believe 
that the state is leaning toward institut- 
ing the use of OBE programs, as was 
done in states such as Florida in the late 
1980s. 

“I don’t think they have taken the Big 
Brother role yet, as much as they'd like 
to,” said Chairwoman Dalton at the Feb. 
15 meeting. “But they will.” 

“The state is moving in that direction 
so I think it’s incumbent upon Andover 
to develop its own goals so we can assure 
the outcome the students must have are 
Andover’s and not anybody else's,” said 
Susan Jenkins. 

“In contrast to a content and time- 
based method, OBE specifies the ‘out- 
comes’ students should be able to demon- 
strate upon leaving the system. These 
outcomes are derived from a community

vision of the skills and knowledge stu- 
dents need to be effective adults,” stated 
Gwennis MeNeir in the Nov. 1993 Eric 
Digest, an educational journal for the 
University of Oregon. “OBE focuses edu- 
cational practice on ensuring that stu- 
dents master those outcomes, and asserts 
that all students can succeed.” 

As part of his Vision and Mission 
Statements for the schools, Mark McQuil- 
lan, superintendent of schools, has incor- 
porated ideas associated with the philoso- 
phy of outcome-based education in form- 
ing goals for the system. A forum will be 
held after Town Meeting to receive input 
from the community. Dr. McQuillan 
believes Andover can avoid the pitfalls of 
other communities because the current 
form of OBE he suggests for Andover 
would serve to augment traditional edu- 
cation rather than replace it. 

Mr. Birnbach and Ms. Jenkins support 
OBE for Andover, assuming extensive 
community involvement, while Mr. 
Josephson, Mr. Willey and Ms. Dalton 
remain skeptical. 

“When you listen to it, it sounds like 
Nirvana. But my position going in is I’m 
a bit of a skeptic, given our past history 
of implementing programs,” said Mr. 
Willey. “I don’t know if we want to use 
the Andover schools as a laboratory for 
fine-tuning programs that haven't 
worked elsewhere. I’m afraid we're try- 


‘ ing to force fit something. 


“I don’t see how we can do that on top 
of getting the teachers to buy into imple- 
menting technology into their program 
and everything else they are supposed to 
do. I see it as biting off more than we can 
chew,” he said. “This is something we 
don’t have to do in the next year. We 
have to do something about technology.” 
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Ken Kwajewski, the computer educa- 
tion project director, gave a presentation 
to the School Committee at the Feb. 15 
meeting and detailed exit outcomes for 
the technology/media program for stu- 
dents coming out of grade 5, 8 and 12. 

Mr. Birnbach said he would like to see 
outcomes or “model student profiles,” 
designed across the board in grades 5, 8 
and 12. 

A strong supporter of OBE, Mr. Birn- 
bach said that it is “a major theme of my 
campaign. 

“I think that the School Committee 
and the administration, together with the 
teaching staff, need to identify ... what 
are the key things that they (want stu- 
dents to) have in terms of knowledge, life- 
coping skills and other intellectual and 
social tools they have in their tool bag. I 
think for too long we've tried to be every- 
thing to everybody,” he said. “The real 
challenge is to get focused.” 

“I have grave concerns about it, 
because in theory it sounds good. My con- 
cern is that they are going to get so 
wrapped up with the value, with the pro- 
cess, that they are going to forget the end 
result. I’m afraid where this leads is that 
there are no right and wrong answers,” 
said Mr. Josephson. “The bottom line is 
the process is more important than the 
result. 

‘| don’t even really understand why it 
is called outcome-based education. Is it a 
misnomer?” he asked. “My overall con- 
cern is that this will water down the stan- 
dards.” 

“That title is very, very simplistic,” 
said Ms. Dalton, who said it does appear 
Massachusetts plans to adopt OBE. “1 
think one of the things the town has been 
able to do is to inform legislators of how 
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they feel on this. 

“T have some reservations about out- 
come-based education, at least as I have 
seen it utilized in other systems,” she 

said. “My major concern with outcome- 
based education is that people under- 
stand what it is. I would look forward to 
further discussion before implementa- 
tion.” 

Ms. Jenkins also said the forum and 
community involvement would be cru- 
cial to the success of OBR, saying it could 
be implemented in Andover if it is done 

“slowly and with a great deal of citizen 
input.” 

One of the criticisms of OBE is that 
the goals can reflect values rather than 
objective information. However, Dr. 
McQuillan, Ms. Jenkins and Mr. Birn- 
bach all have made clear that the only 
values in the program would be those the 
whole community supports, such as civic 
responsibility. 

“Obviously, outcome-based education 
would not take the place of the family,” 
said Ms. Jenkins. “It's more community- 
wide.” 

“It is value-laden. | think that’s why 
it’s important to involve the communi- 
ty,” said Mr. Birnbach. He said model 
student profiles would result from “a 
group of people from different back- 
grounds with different experiences, get- 
ting together for a consensus and putting 
a stake in the ground to say this is what 
we're all about.” 

“I'm not against outcome-based educa- 
tion. I just don’t think it can work here in 
Andover,” said Mr, Willey. “I don't know 
why all of a sudden we're going to be able 
to do a major curriculum change now 
when we haven't been able to do any- 
thing like it in the past.”

Ted English 
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Bob McQuade keeps things moving in Andover

ob McQuade, of Gleason Road, 
Beeus be a household name, 
considering the fact that his 
efforts have improved the life of every 
Andover resident. 

As director of the Department of 
Public Works, Mr. McQuade ensures 
that the people of Andover have clean 
water, solid-waste collection and recy- 
cling, environmentally-friendly sani- 
tary waste disposal and well-main- 
tained roads. 

In 1970, when Andover was suffering 
from a serious water shortage and 
Haggetts Pond was running dry, along 
came a city boy, born in Somerville 
and raised in Boston, with an impres- 
sive resume: a bachelor of science 
degree in civil engineering from the 
University of Rhode Island and a mas- 
ter’s degree from Northeastern 
(between serving in World War II and 
the Korean War), and he was named 
director of public works here. 

He moved to Andover with his wife, 
Ruth, and four children and dove right 
into the water problem. 

By 1974 Andover had a state-of-the- 
art water treatment plant. In the late 
80s, Mr. McQuade supervised an addi- 
tion and upgrade to the treatment plant 
that doubled its capacity to 22 million 
gallons a day and again made it state- 
of-the-art. In 1991 it was dedicated as 
the Robert E. McQuade Water Treat- 
ment Plant. This facility takes water 
from Haggetts Pond and the Merri- 
mack River and treats it to a point that 
“far exceeds any standards that exist,” 
says Mr. McQuade. 

Two full-time chemists and five 
operators test the water with instru-

veryone needs a Carl Bewig in 
Be or her life to help make the 

right choices in life. As director 
of college counseling at Phillips Acade- 
my, Mr. Bewig helps students choose 
the college that will reflect and serve 
them best. 

After high school, Mr. Bewig chose 
Oberlin College, in Ohio, which led 
him to his wife, Mary, who also chose 
Oberlin.

“Everything was very cute,” smiles

Then he chose Washington Univer- 
sity, in Missouri, where he earned a 
master's degree in education. 

His first job after college was teach- 
ing high school just outside of St. 
Louis. Mr. Bewig developed and taught 
an interdisciplinary, cutting-edge 
American studies program. Mean- 
while, he also volunteered at Oberlin 
College, assisting with alumni events 
and interviewing students. 

“As the first one to go to college 
from my family, I felt 1 owed a lot to my 
alma‘mater,” says Mr. Bewig 

After four years teaching and help- 


ments that can identify water contami- 
nants in parts per billion. Mr. 
McQuade has enjoyed the whole pro- 
cess. 

“When you get involved in the 
design, and construction and place it in 
order, it’s like a new baby,” he says. 
“The results we get out of the plant are 
very gratifying.” 

But there are also challenges. 

“The Environmental Protection 
Agency and State Department of Pollu- 
tion are setting new regulations almost 
monthly. The greatest challenge is 
being able to meet all those standards,” 
he says. 

Mr, McQuade has also made monu- 
mental changes in Andover’s sanita- 
tion and garbage disposal. In 1970, 
when Bob McQuade took the job, raw 
sewage was being pumped into the 
Merrimack River. Working with lead- 
ers from Lawrence, North Andover 
and Methuen, the four towns built a 
sewage treatment plant that processes 
50 million gallons of sewage a day. He 
also worked with leaders from 22 com- 
munities and built an incinerator that 
burns trash to create steam that turns 
turbines which make electricity, which 
is then sold to New England Power, 
and that makes money. 

Mr. McQuade is a member of the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary District 
Commission, as well as a director for 
the North East Solid Waste Committee. 

The director of public works also 
oversees the Highway Department, 
which maintains 250 miles of roads, 
and the Engineering Department, 
which aids all public works divisions. 

Mr. McQuade still makes sure there 
is enough time to swim, garden, fish 


back to Oberlin as the assistant direc- 
tor of admissions, and later became 
director. 

In admissions, Mr. Bewig traveled 
year in and year out to this area. 

“New England was my beat — it was 
a familiar place to me,” he says. 

After 18 years in Oberlin’s admis- 
sions department, Mr. Bewig needed a 
sabbatical, so he started to generate 
ideas. 

“T thought it would be a good experi- 
ence to see the other side of the process 
— from the high-school perspective,” he 
says. 

The first place he thought of was 
Phillips Academy.

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and needs, all of which helps them 
find the right institution. 

“This is a lab where they can test 
their wings,” he says. 

He also enjoys being a colleague to 
his other daughter, Wendy, who 
teaches Russian at Phillips. 

His biggest challenge is dealing 
with the high level of expectations, 
and sometimes even entitlements 
from both the students and parents. 

“There isn’t as much open-minded- 
ness (to lesser known colleges). So 
many kids are led into unrealistic 
notions and we need to be the truth- 
tellers and tell them what is realistic 
and lead kids toward a variety of 
options,” he says.

Then one day, “I began to won- 
der what it would be like to run 
my own -— it seemed fun.” 

So he went to the New York 
Public Library on 42nd Street 
and did some demographic 
research. 

Knowing that he wanted to 
leave New York, he was search- 
ing for a community that had a 
large enough population with 
enough disposable income to sup- 
port the store. On weekends he 
and his wife, Toni, drove to the 
Boston area and checked out the 
communities that passed the first 
cuts. 

Andover won! So Mr. Weber 
quit his book-publishing job at 
Harcourt Brace, and, with Toni, 
opened the Butler’s Pantry at 7 
Barnard St. 

Starting with 300 square feet, 
they kept it simple: cheese, 
breads, coffee, shelf items and 
one type of pate, “before pate was 
in.” 

“The first cheese delivery 
came — 40 to 50 cases of cheese all 
around us — so we opened each 
one and tasted them. That was 

it,” Mr. Weber recalls. 

Twenty years later, the store 
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has grown to 1,500 square feet 
and the Webers have added pre- 
pared foods, a bakery section, 
party supplies and kitchenwares. 

Ms. Weber runs the bakery 
section and is the personnel 
director, while Mr. Weber takes 
care of the shelf, cheese and deli 
sections.

Recently, he imported lily of the val- 
ley in the middle of winter because it 
was a client’s grandmother’s favorite 
flower.

“Flowers celebrate one’s life,” says the 
owner of Flowers by Steve.

The flower business 
is always challenging,” he says. 

Twice a year Mr. Janavicus heads to 
St. Thomas to escape his 80-hour weeks 
and teaching commitments at Essex 
Aggie and Northern Essex. 

What do Andover customers value? 

“Andover likes quality items. We 
sell a lot of cut flowers. There’s a: big 


clientele here who value the rare and 
unique and exotic blossoms from 
around the world and are willing to 
pay,” he says. He’s arranged banana 
blossoms from Africa and peonies from 
Australia. 

“All our business is word of mouth,” 
he says. 

He arranged flowers for 300 wed- 
dings in 1993. It’s not uncommon for 
him to do a Bas Mitzvah and then later 
her wedding. 

“And no job is too far,” he says, 
pointing to a recent wedding on Mount 
Washington. 

Mr. Janavicus also does a consider- 
able business with area corporations. 

“Christmas was great. Since we 
located here (in Andover), we've got 
FTD orders from all over the world,” 
he says. 

Before March, local customers had 
been placing orders through his studio 
in a 100-year-old homestead in Grove- 
land. He said he came to town as a con- 
venience for his large and loyal And- 
over clientele, and business is thriving 
here.
